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Hawkins’ Heating, Drying and 
Wool-Washing Machinery. 


The Madison (Ind.) Daily Courier, in a 
description of the new woolen mills at that 
place, says that “the Hawkins system of 
heating, drying and wool-washing is em- 
ployed in this mill. Placed in the boiler- 
house is a large blower, 8» inches in dia- 
meter, operated direct from a small 54x7 
inch engine, making 250 revolutions a 


minute and developing about 8-horse 
power. This engine is used to drive the 


machine shop to make repairs when the 
large engine is not running. 

This blower delivers about 6,300 cubic 
feet of air a blown

In Mr. Hawkins’ wool-washing system 
the first operation is to put the wool into 
a willow, which takes out all loose dirt and 
delivers the woo] into an automatic soak- 
ing tank, where it is allowed to soak from 
five to fifteen minutes, and is then auto- 
matically fed in regular quantities to the 
washing bowl. 

These washers, instead of being made of 
cast iron, are made of boiler plate and this 
has been secured by angle iron corners, 
tightly riveted together. A 
iron beam extends the whole length of the 
machine, and is supported by strong truss

frames at either end. 
the forked mechanism are placed on this 
beam, making the bow! accessible on both 
sides alike. The wool, after passing through 
the first washer, is delivered by a feed 
apron into the rinser, which is a second 
washer. 

This important novel device for washing 
the wool and squeezing out the water 
should be seen to be well understood. The 
wool is subjected twice to the process of 
passing through the squeeze rolls in each 
bowl, and the wool is passed through the 
first pair of rolls under water, This has 
the effect to extract the dirt and thoroughly 
to rinse out all impurities. The wool 
then passed through the water to the 
second squeeze rolls, and then it goes out 
of the washer. The Hawkins wasler ‘s 
built double the width of ordinary ma- 
chines ; and thus it has double the capacity. 
From the delivery of the washers the wool 
is taken by an inclined apron to the auto- 
matic feed, which delivers the wool in a 
very even manner on the Hawkins wool 
dryer, which consists of seven aprons with 
small openings for air to blow up through 
the wool. The same blowers that are used 
for warming the mill are used for drying 
wool. 

Every other apron in the dryer runs in 
an opposite direction, and at alternate ends 
the aprons extend beyond the one above;

the other seven times, and is automatically 
turned or tumbled at each apron until it 
comes off the last apron. 

An exhaust fan is used to take the wool 
from the dryer and deliver it to the pickers ; 
thus it can be seen that the wool is auto- 
matically taken through willow, soaker, 
washers, dryer, and delivered to the pickers. 
The beauty of this system can be appre- 
ciated by those who have seen the old 
way of washing and drying. The capacity
